The file 
shows his former employers as Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company and the 
Goslera Birmingham Manufacturing Company, dates of same not shown. It vfas 
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further reflected from the credit file that CAJsPBELL enjoys a good busi- 
ness reputation and was not known to have been engaged in any "illegal • 
or unethical practices," The file also indicated that no complaint or 
criticism had been received in regard to the character, habits or morals 
of this individual. The file did not contain any newspaper clippings or 
references to any past or present Klan activity on the part of CAiaPBELL, 

His residents was shown as 1902 Stouts Road, Birmingham, Alabama. This 
residence was indicated as being owned by relatives of CAJaPBELL's wife.

A review of the files of the Birmingham Office revealed 
that during the late 19l4.0's, CAMPBELL was Exa].ted Cyclops of the Robert 
E, Lee Klavern No. 1 of the Federated Ku Klux Klans, Inc, He did not 
receive a great deal of newspaper notoriety in this capacity, -Informant 
stated that he was recognized as the leader and motivating influence in 
Klan activity in Jefferson County, Alabama during the period which he 
headed the Robert E, Lee Klavern, During the "Klan Trials" held in Cir- 
cuit Court, Jefferson County, Birmingham, AJLabama, after numerous instances 
of floggings while masked were attributed to Klan members during the early 
months of 19k9f CAMPBELL avoided a great deal of newspaper publicity vfhich 
was received by other Klan officials at Birmingham, irjeiuding WILLIAia HUGH 
M)RRIS, head of the Federated Ku Klux Klan, Inc. ,^^ijfang the course of 
these trials, numerous photographs of V/ILLIAM HUGI^^REIS and other Klan 
officials appeared in the Birmingham press, but aluMugh news photographers' 
were known to have taken pictures of E. E. CAfriPBELL during that period, 
his photograph was never published in connection with his Klan activities.

T-5 stated he was well acquainted vrith that individual and knew definitely 
that CH.AkPBELL had been a member of the Klan and was Exalted Cyclops of ‘ 
the Robert E, Lee Klavern at Birmingham, but that in the definite knowledge' 
of himself, T-5, CAMPBELL resigned ftom the Klan over a year ago and has 
taken no active interest in Klan activities since his resignation, T-5 
stated CAMPBELL’S whole interest now outside his regular employment appears 
to be taken up with work with the Civil Air Patrol, T-5, at this time, 
had no other definite information which might be of interest in this case. 


In furtherance of investigation to determine the whereabouts 
of suspect CM4PBELL during the period immediately preceding the Mims bomb-- 
ing, in instant case, the following investigation was conducted: 


Mrs. isIATTIE D. SMTH, widow of WILLIAi-i M, SMITH, who is a 
reliable individual and presently employed by the Title Guarantee Company 
at Birmingham and who resides in the residence a.t 1922 Stouts Road, Bir- 
mingham, which is the closest residence on the same side of the street as 
that occupied by E, E. CAMPBELL, was contacted by reporting Agents. She 
stated that for 15 or 20 years she has been very close to Mrs, E, E. CA'MP- 
^ILL and visits daily with her, either in her own home or in the CAMPBELL 
residence. She recalled that on Christmas Day, 1951^ having visited the 
CAl(iIPBELL residence and although she does not distinctly recall whether 
E, E. CAiffBELL himself was in the living room, she is sure in her own mind 
that individual was either at home or at Birmingham on that day and during 
the week end immediately preceding Christmas, She stated Mr, CAl/iPBELL 
personally has been a very good neighbor and that she has never heard any- 
thing derogatory concerning him. She is of the firm belief that had E. E. 
CAivlPBELL been away from his residence for the day or so before December 25, 
1951, that she would have learned' about it through his wife,

Mr. Ciy\(IPBEJLL came into the store about 3*00 p.m, that afternoon, accompanied 
by an uncle known as "Uncle GEORGE" CAjmPBELL, of Murphreesboro, Tennessee, 

At this time, CAj<iPBELL and his uncle were accompanied by a small child of 
a neighbor named R'lLLIAiaS, whom tirs. CAMPBELL had- offered to keep during 
that d ay while the child' s mother was engaged in sales work at a downtown 
store, f I recalled CAMPBELL had just taken this child to a nearby 

barber shop for a haircut and he and his uncle appeared to be merely shop-- 
ping and entertaining the child during the afternoon. She places the date 
of Saturday, December 22, 1951, defin itely becaus e she was assisted tempo- 
rarily during that day by her husband. ! I in helping the sales 

force and Saturday is the only day he could have helped her, being off 
from his regular work on that date immediately -prior to Christmas. 

During the interview with i ~l she stated E. E. CAMPBELL 

has a reliable brother, HENDON B. "HUIilP" CAiffi’BELL, who operated the Chambers 
Cleaners in North Birmingham and whom she stated could be expected to offer ; 
his assistance in any investigation, 

Mr. HENDON B. CAviPBELL, known as "HU®" CAiviPBELL, who operates.- 
the Chambers Cleaners with main offices located at 3Ull -* 27th Street',- 
North Birmingham, who resides at 23lU - 3Uth Avenue, was contacted .with- 
reference to his knowledge of the whereabouts of his brother, E. E. CAMPBELL, 
during the period December 22 - 25, 1951. Mr. CAiiPBELL stated since he was 
older than his brother, E. E., he had not been closely associated with him 
throughout the years and only infrequently visited in the brother's home. 

He Was unable to recall definitely having seen him during December 22, 23, 
and 2k) 1951, but was of the opinion that he and his wife had Christmas dinner 
on December 25, 1951, together with his brother, E, E. CAMPBELL and his 
wife, at the residence of their parents, Mr. and Mrs. G. G. CAI-iPBELL, at 
3 U 28 - 35th Avenue, During the interview, Nr, CAMPBELL inquired generally 
if interviewing Agents, were concerned in any manner with Klan activities 
and volunteered the information that his brother, E. E. CAMPBELL, had for 
several years until approximately 1950, been connected with a local ICLan 
organization and that he had on numerous occasions attempted to have his 
brother disassociate 'himself from that organization. He stated in his 
opinion, E. E. CAMPBELL now, and for approximately a year, has had no 
connection with Klan activities and spends most of his spare time either
